No  individual  can  make  a  law  for  himself  in  contraven¬ 
tion  of  the  general  law,  and  thus  secure  to  himself  an  i  ninu- 
nity  from  that  general  law,  in  his  action  U|)on  his  fellow  men, 
Neither  can  any  “ segregated  astociation"  of  individuals, 
rule  over  one  another,  by  regulati.ins  of  iheir  own  enaction, 
violative  of  those  rights  secured  to  every  citizen,  by  the  laws

In  order  to  esti-  ^ 
mats  the  value  of  this,  we  must  consider  that  the  Assembly  ^ 
met,  in  the  same  city,  and  st  the  same  time  with  snotbei  ^ 
large,  and  vigilant  body,  whose  leading  papers  here  for  a  long  ^ 
time  sought  to  render  the  New  School  odious  to  the  South 
by  the  cry  of  abolition— that  a  portion  of  the  Assembly  cun-  ^ 
■Uted  of  representatives  from  Southern  Presbyteries,  and  that 
the  minds  of  many  had  been  peculiarly  absorbed,  in  the  legal  ^ 
intsrea  a  of  the  body.  Yet  with  all  these  difficulties  they  | 
here  entered  into  a  full  discussion  of  the  subject  of  slavery, 
and  preserved  a  degree  of  kind  feeling, and  mutual  respect  hon¬ 
orable  to  the  Christian  character. 

4.  In  their  decision  on  ihe  question  of  slavery,  they 
have  recognized  one  doctrine  of  great  importance  to  the  ‘ 
cause  of  emancipation,  viz,  that  slavery  in  the  church 
is  a  proper  subject  ef  eeelesiastieal  aetisn. 

While  the  Aseemblv,  for  reasone  by  them  assigned, 
refuse  to  express  the  anti-slavery  sentiment,  whieh  un- 
doubiedly  predominated,  they  solemnly  refer  the  rubject 
to  the  lower  judicatories,  leaving  them  to  adept  such  mes- 
■nres  as  shall  seem  most  judicious  and  adapted  to  remove 
the  evil.  Such  dieeussion  as  may  be  necesesiry  te  define 
the  nature  of  tho  evil,  and  asce.  tain  the  best  means  for 
Its  removal,  and  sueh  action  as  should  legitimateiy  fol¬ 
low,  will,  if  extended  through  our  lower  judicatories,  be 
•nly  carrying  out  the  rel  erenee  oi  the  Assembly.  It  is 
therefore  important,  that  the  subject  be  thoroughly  dis. 
eusaed  in  these  bodies,  and  that  ths  sentiment  of  ths 
ekureh  he  expressed.  Aa  expression  of  opinion,  on  tl  •

Canadian  soul.  He  has  again  repeated  his  perpetual 
falsehood,  that  our  gospels  have  been  corrupted,  and  that 
there  are  multitudes  of  Bibles,  (that  he  himself  had  more 
than  25,)  all  differing  from  each  other.

As  it  respects  Canada,  whatever  may

quarrel;  and  I  never  could  reeist  is  my  own  mind  the  con¬ 
viction,  that  our  government  must  have  been  disposed  to  take 
long  and  gracUms  wtekt  on  this  subject,  or  they  would, 
before  this,  have  taught  the  restless  and  refractory  among 
eur  citixeus,  to  mind  their  own  liuMiness,  and  respect  the 
soundness  of  treaties  and  the  ebligatiuns  of  neutrality. 

On  the  16th,  we  found  ourselves  in  ths  Gulf  Stream,  with 
a  strong  wind  north-east,  so  that  we  were  unable  to  lay  our 
course.  In  ths  afternoon,  the  sky  and  sea  put  on  a  fearful 
aspect ;  but  ths  evet-shifling  sesnes  of  the  oesan  must  be 
viewed  in  order  to  be  felt.  Their  lights  and  shades  sre  so 
various  and  intermingled,  that  the  diversity  it  next  to  infinite.

In  looking  upon  tbsss  ever  shitting  presentations,  which 
bring  the  cbangeableness  of  the  present  life  vividly  before  the 
mind,  ws  sre  by  an  easy  transition  reminded  of  that  higher 
and  enduring  life  which  is  graphically  described  in  a  single 
phrase  by  the  prophetic  pen,  “  And  there  was  no  more  tea.” 
During  the  night,  everything  having  the  passive  property  uf  | 
mobility  in  my  stete  room,  changed  its  {tosilion;  srd  in  llie 
morning,  ths  most  delightful  confusion  reigned  over  my  little 
territory  of  about  seven  feet  square ;  a  confusion  something 
like  that  caused  by  a  mob  of  London  radicals,  or  a  more 
gentlemanly  riot  in  the  pious  and  quiet  cities  of  Boston  and 
Philadelphia.

The  gentle  rain  descended  upon  them  from  week 
to  week,  and  month  to  month,  till  more  than  150 
souls  were  added  to  the  Lord.  Still,  we  have  great 
reason  to  be  abased,  on  account  of  prevailing  world- 
linesa  and  apathy.

Revolting. — Lord’s  Day,  the  24th  ultimo,  was 
spent  by  the  people  of  New  Orleans  in  racing  at 
the  Louisiana  race-course,  near  that  city.  The 
prize  was  a  plate  worth  a  thousand  dollar^ and  the 
jockeys  whose  horses  ran  were  James  S.  Garrison, 
.of  Virginia,  and  D.  F.  Kenner,  and  A.  D.  Bioga- 
man,  ot  whose  places  we  know  i  othing.  But  did 
not  the  virtuous  press  of  New  Orleans  condemn 
this  revolting  desecration  of  the  holy  Sabbath? 
Not  at  all.  “  The  Jine  sports  offered  on  Sunday, 
together  with  as  lovely  a  day  as  ever  shone,  drew 
an  immense  atsemblase  lo  the  Louisiana  course.” 
(Vide  Picayune.)  But  surely  our  political  and 
oommetcial  press  in  other  cities,  and  especially  that 
part  of  it  conducted  by  religious  men,  condemn  this 
act  of  daring  tin.  Not  a  word  of  it.  We  see  the 
reports  of  the  “New  Orleans  Jockey  Club  Rates,” 
fully  copied  into  them,  without  a  single  indication 
of  diaapproval. 

But  how  did  the  “  immense  assemblage”  at  the 
race  course  occupy  themselves  on  that  holy  Sab¬ 
bath  Day— the  24th  March,  1833— announced  as 
being  “  as  lovely  a  dav  as  ever  shone  ?”  Did  its
